A FINE MILITARY STFOKE.

maica, June 16.—The United States 
marines and Cubans today attack ed the 
Spanish camp, situated five miles from 
the American entrenchments. 
They 
completely routed a force of 400 Span­ 
iards, break ing up their camp and de­ 
stroying the well which supplied them 
with water. 
One American was slightly wounded, 
two Cubans were k illed and four Cu- 
baus were wounded. 
The Spanish loss is believed to be 40 
men k illed. Fifteen bodies have already 
been discovered. 
Off Santiago de Cuba, on Monday 
night, the dynamite guns of the Vesu­ 
vius were tested with great success. 
Three shots were fired at the Spanish 
fortifications, and it is believed great 
damage was done. 
On Tuesday morning the New Or­ 
leans shelled and partially destroyed 
the new emplacements east of Morro 
castle. 
The Spaniards fired some shots at the 
Vesuvius and one at the New Orleans, 
which was struck . 
N ew Y ork, June 1 6.—The following 
dispatch is a Journal special frcm Camp 
McCalla, Guantanamo harbor, June 
1 5 : 
The scouting party of marines, which 
were sent out yesterday, returned here 
at 1 0 o’clock last night with 
1 8 Spanish 
prisoners, one of them an officer. The 
party also captured 
1 00 Mauser rifles 
and 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 
They report having had a series of 
engagements with the Spaniards, in 
which 1 00 Spanish soldiers were k illed 
and 200 wound« !. 
They also destroyed a Spanish block ­ 
house and telegraph station, through 
which the Spaniard» had been k eeping 
Guantanamo and Santiago informed of 
the movements of American troops.

They slept in the trenches 
with their rifles beside them, protected 
by a heavy pick et line of insurgents 
and marines, under the command of 
Lieutenants Lenore and Smith.

lick ets had strict orders not to fire uu- 
ess commanded to do so. There were 
several alarms, but no firing during the 
night. In coui« equence the meu awok e 
much refreshed after four days and 
uights of continuous work and fighting. 
When the pick ets came in for relief 
the Spanish guerrillas crept along be­ 
hind them and got within 100 yards 
when the acxiideutal discharge of a rifle 
in the trenches led them to believe they 
were discovered, and they opened fire 
with a volley which whistled harmlessly 
overhead. 
They had shot too high, as 
usual. The marines then scrambled 
from their steaming coffee and hard 
tack back to the trenches and met the 
guerrillas with a ragged but well di­ 
rected rifle fire. 
In addition, five field 
pieces, 
mounted at angles in 
the 
trenches, and the machine guns poured 
a hail of bullets into the chapparel, 
scattering the main body of the Span­ 
iards in ^1 directions. Shells were 
dropped into their midst as they ran. 
A few of the enemy stood their 
ground desperately on the left flank 
and the crack of the Mauser rifles and* 
the “ pings” of their bullets were heard 
rather than seen for an hour, as the 
smok eless powder used by the Spaniards 
made their location in the dense under­ 
brush almost impossible to detect.

W ashington , June 16.—The constant 
.-eports that Germany is on the eve of 
mak ing a serious issue in the Philip­ 
pines are unaccountable to officials here 
who have the most direct positive in­ 
formation that Germany has nevjr con­ 
templated such a step, and is not now 
moving tow ird its execution, either 
alone or with other powers. This di­ 
rect information overcomes many sub­ 
stantial reports coming from Europe, 
some asserting that Germany is ex­ 
changing secret notes with other pow­ 
ers, others that Admiral E*rince Henry 
and Admiral Diederichs are about to iu- 
tervene at Manila, others that the Ger­ 
man embassy here has made a protest 
to the State department and others that 
Emperor William himself is tak ing a 
personal interest in resenting the Ameri­ 
can occuimtion of the Philippines. 
There is the highest official authority 
for saying that each one of these reports 
is groundless and they are attributed to 
a malicious purpose to embitter the feel­ 
ing between Germany and the United 
States. Ill the main, these reports have 
originated outside of Germany,although 
one army aud iiavy paper in Germany 
took them up and urged the advantage 
of an active German ixilicy in the Phil­ 
ippines. It is held by persons who 
claim to be familiar with the matter 
that this journal is without official rec­ 
ognition and in no way ifeflects the at­ 
titude of the German goverument. It 
is more the organ of the navy, aud as 
such shares the usual sentiment among 
naval classes for an aggressive use of 
the navy. But this policy, it is said, 
has never recommended itself to the 
German government in the present war. 
The German authorities have made it 
clear to the state department that none 
of the reports attributing to Germany 
a purpose to mak e an issue in the Phil­ 
ippines were warranted. It has been 
IKiinted out that Germany, lik e all other 
nations, protects her citizens and inter­ 
ests residing abroad. 
But this natural 
aud necessary protection of German 
citizens aud German property, it is 
pointed out officially, is quite different 
from a purpose of territorial acquisition 
or of forcible intervention between the 
belligerents. 
As to this latter move, it 
is declared with the greatest positive- 
uess that Germany has never contem­ 
plated, either alone or in conjunction 
with other powers.

W ashington , June 1 6.—The news 
that the little baud of American ma­ 
rines who had planted the flag on Crest 
hill and were defending it night aud 
day agaiu.st heavy odds were uot only 
safe, but were strouly reinforced by 
1,500 Cubans from the commands of 
Garcia and Rabbi and were now strong i 
enough to more than hold tiieir own, 
\ 
was welcome news to the navy depart-1 
meut. It was disclosed in a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson, received yester­ 
day, and brought much relief to naval 
officials. The early reports had indi­ 
cated that the marines were surrounded, 
and it was feared that they might be 
compelled to return to the ships before 
General 
Shafter’s 
invading 
army 
reached there. The coming of the Cu­ 
ban forces seems to have been in the 
nick of time, and naval officials give the 
fullest credit to the timeliness of this 
Cuban co-operation. 
The admiral’s dispatch stated that 
the condition of the marines was “en­ 
tirely satisfactory,” which assurance, 
although brief was 
enough 
to re­ 
lieve officials herejof the fears they 
had entertained. 
But probably the 
most significant feature of the udmiral’s 
dispatch was the statement that the 
Cuban General Rabbi had occupied 
Acerraderos, only eight miles from San­ 
tiago, and practically a suburb of that 
Spanish stronghold. It was the extnju- 
tion of a plan arranged iu Washington, 
some week s ago, when two of the staff 
officers of General Garcia came here to 
confer with General Miles. 
At that 
time Garcia and Rabbi were at Bayamo, 
iu the western i>art of Santiago prov­ 
ince, aud more than 100 miles north­ 
west of Santiago de Cuba. 
Admiral 
Sampson’s dispatch showed that Rabbi 
aud his force has made a complete cir­ 
cuit of Santiago de Cuba, and coming 
up to the south of it has occupied Acer­ 
raderos. 
This is look ed upon as a fine military 
strok e, for Acerraderos is the port 
where iron wharves will afford facili­ 
ties for unloading the heavy artillery 
carried by General Shafter’s invading 
expedition. The news also indicated to 
the authorities here that the Spanish 
garrison at Santiago has practically re­ 
treated Inside the city proper, giving 
up the outlying towns. 
Admiral Samp­ 
son also states that General Garcia is 
co-operating with the American forces. 
Whether this means that Garcia him­ 
self has arrived from Bayamo is not 
quite clear, but if he has, the joint 
forces of Garcia and Rabbi will mak e 
3,000 to o,0(X) seasoned Cubans, recently 
armed with Springfields, as a bush­ 
whack ing guerrilla force to aid the 
American troops. From sources other 
than the dispatch of Admiral Sampson, 
the navy department has been informed 
that 500 Cubans were rendering efti- 
cieut aid to the marines at Crest Hill. 
Now that Rabbi and Garcia are on the 
scene this 500 may be swelled to thou­ 
sands. 
In mak ing his march Rabbi 
has 
crossed the line of communication be­ 
tween the Spanish commander. Gen­ 
eral Paudo, at Holguin and the Spanish 
forces at Santiago de Cuba. This feat 
mak es it clear that Santiago is not lik ely 
to get reinforcements from General 
Pando. 
In circling around Santiago to 
reach Acerraderos Rabbi, it is believed 
here, has also established it as a fact 
that the lines of cc» mmunication and re­ 
lief to Santiago are interrupted and 
practically cut off in all directions.

A FINE MILITARY STROKE

maica, June 16.—The United States 
marines and Cubans today attacked the 
Spanish camp, situated five miles from 
the American entrenchments. 
They 
completely routed a force of 400 Span­ 
iards, breaking up their camp and de­ 
stroying the well which supplied them 
with water. 
One American was slightly wounded, 
two Cubans were killed and four Cu­ 
bans were wounded. 
The Spanish loss is believed to be 40 
men killed. Fifteen bodies have already 
been discovered. 
Off Santiago de Cuba, on Monday 
night, the dynamite guns of the Vesu­ 
vius were tested with great success. 
Three shots were fired at the Spanish 
fortifications, and it is believed great 
damage was done. 
On Tuesday morning the New Or­ 
leans shelled and partially destroyed 
the new emplacements east of Morro 
castle. 
The Spaniards fired some shots at the 
Vesuvius and one at the New Orleans, 
which was struck. 
N e w Y o r k , June 16.—The following 
dispatch is a Journal special from Camp 
McCalla, Guantanamo harbor, June 15: 
The scouting party of marines, which 
were sent out yesterday, returned here 
at IO o’clock last night with 18 Spanish 
prisoners, one of them an officer. The 
party also captured IOO Mauser rifles 
and 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 
They report having had a series of 
engagements with the Spaniards, in 
which IOO Spanish soldiers were killed 
and 200 wounded.

last night. They slept in the trenches 
with their rifles beside them, protected 
by a heavy picket line of insurgents 
and marines, under the command of 
Lieutenants Lenore and Smith. 
The 
pickets had strict orders not to fire un­ 
less commanded to do so. There were 
several alarms, but no firing during the 
night. In consequence the men awoke 
much refreshed after four days and 
nights of continuous work and fighting. 
When the pickets came in for relief 
the Spanish guerrillas crept along be­ 
hind them and got within IOO yards 
when the accidental discharge of a rifle 
in the trenches led them to believe they 
were discovered, and they opened fire 
with a volley which whistled harmlessly 
overhead. They had shot too high, as 
usual. The marines then scrambled 
from their steaming coffee and hard 
tack back to the trenches and met the 
guerrillas with a ragged but well di­ 
rected rifle fire. 
In addition, five field 
pieces, mounted at angles in 
the 
trenches, and the machine guns poured 
a hail of bullets into the chappaul, 
scattering the main body of the Span 
iards in all directions. Shells were 
dropped into their midst as they ran 
A few of the enemy stood their 
ground desperately on the left flank 
and the crack of the Mauser rifles and 
the “pings” of their bullets were hear d 
rather than seen for an hour, as the 
smokeless powder used by the Spaniards 
made their location in the dense under 
brush almost Impossible to detect. 
The Panther fired six pounders into 
the Spaniards while the marines were 
engaged in beating off the attack. 
Only one man was wounded and he 
sustained only a slight injury on his 
hand. The Cubans, who acted well last 
night, were with difficulty forced out of 
the skirmish line this morning. Some 
of them refused to be driven even when 
struck by their officers with the flat of 
their machetes, but they were not cen­ 
sured.

Positive Denial Made 
to the State 


D epartm ent by the German 
Officials. 


W a sh in g to n, June 16.—The constant 
reports that Germany is on the eve of 
making a serious issue in the Philip­ 
pines are unaccountable to officials here 
who have the most direct positive in­ 
formation that Germany has nevor con­ 
templated such a step, and is not now 
moving towird its execution, either 
alone or with other powers. This di­ 
rect information overcomes many sub­ 
stantial reports coming from Europe, 
some asserting that Germany is ex­ 
changing secret notes with other pow­ 
ers, others that Admiral Prince Henry 
and Admiral Diederichs are about to in­ 
tervene at Manila, others that the Ger­ 
man embassy here has made a protest 
to the state department aud others that 
Emperor William himself is taking a 
personal interest in resenting the Ameri­ 
can occupation of the Philippines. 
There is the highest official authority 
for saying that each one of these reports 
is groundless and they are attributed to 
a malicious purpose to embitter the feel­ 
ing between Germany and the United 
States. In the main, these reports have 
originated outside of Germany,although 
one army aud navy paper in Germany 
took them up and* urged the advantage 
of an active German policy in the Phil­ 
ippines. It is held by persons who 
claim to be familiar with the matter 
that this journal is without official rec­ 
ognition and in no way Reflects the at­ 
titude of the German government. It 
is more the organ of the navy, and as 
such shares the usual sentiment among 
naval classes for an aggressive use of 
the navy. But this policy, it is said, 
has never recommended itself to the 
German government in the present war. 
The German authorities have made it 
clear to the state department that none 
of the reports attributing to Germany 
a purpose to make an issue in the Phil­ 
ippines were warranted. It has been 
pointed out that Germany, Uke aU other 
nations, protects her citizens and inter­ 
ests residing abroad. But this natural 
aud necessary protection of German 
citizens and German property, it is 
pointed out officially, is quite different 
from a purpose of territorial acquisition 
or of forcible intervention between the 
belligerents. As to this latter move, it 
is declared with the greatest positive­ 
ness that Germany has never contem­ 
plated, either alone or in conjunction 
with other powers.

A Prominent Catholic Priest Dead. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , June 16.-Rev. John 


W ash in g to n, June 16.—The news 
that the little band of American ma­ 
rines who had planted the flag on Crest 
hill and were defending it night and 
day against heavy odds were not only 
safe, but were strouly reinforced by 
1,500 Cubans from the commands of 
Garcia and Rabbi and were now strong i 
enough to more than hold their own, j 
was welcome news to the navy depart- f 
ment. It was disclosed in a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson, received yester­ 
day, and brought much relief to naval 
officials. The early reports had indi­ 
cated that the marines were surrounded, 
and it was feared that they might be 
compelled to return to the ships before 
General 
Shafter's 
invading 
army 
reached there. The coming of the Ca­ 
ban forces seems to have been in the 
nick of time, and naval officials give the 
fullest credit to the timeliness of this 
Cuban co-operation. 
The admiral's dispatch stated that 
the condition of the marines was “en­ 
tirely satisfactory,” which assurance, 
although brief was enough 
to re- i 
lieve officials herejjof the fears they 
had entertained. 
Bat probably the 
most significant feature of the admiral’s 
dispatch was the statement that the 
Cuban General Rabbi had occupied 
Acerraderos, only eight miles from San­ 
tiago, and practically a suburb of that 
Spanish stronghold. It was the execu­ 
tion of a plan arranged in Washington, 
some weeks ago, when two of the staff 
officers of General Garcia came here to 
confer with General Miles. 
At that 
time Garcia and Rabbi were at Bayamo, 
in the western part of Santiago prov­ 
ince, and more than IOO miles north­ 
west of Santiago de Cuba. 
Admiral 
Sampson’s dispatch showed that Rabbi 
and his force has made a complete cir­ 
cuit of Santiago de Caba, and coming 
up to the south of it has occupied Acer­ 
raderos. 
This is looked upon as a fine military 
stroke, for Acerraderos is the port 
where iron wharves will afford facili­ 
ties for unloading the heavy artillery 
carried by General Shafter’s invading 
expedition. The news also indicated to 
the authorities here that the Spanish 
garrison at Santiago has practically re­ 
treated inside the city proper, giving 
up the outlying towns. Admiral Samp­ 
son also states that General Garcia is 
co-operating with the American forces. 
Whether this means that Garcia him­ 
self has arrived from Bayamo is not 
quite clear, but if he has, the joint 
forces of Garcia and Rabbi will make 
3,000 to 5,000 seasoned Cubans, recently 
armed with Springfields, as a bush­ 
whacking guerrilla force to aid the 
American troops. From sources other 
than the dispatch of Admiral Sampson, 
’the navy department has been informed 
that 500 Cubans were rendering effi­ 
cient aid to the marines at Crest Hill. 
Now that Rabbi and Garcia are on the 
Beene this 500 may be swelled to thou­ 
sands. 
In making his march Rabbi 
has 
crossed the line of communication be­ 
tween the Spanish commander, Gen­ 
eral Pando, at Holguin and the Spanish 
forces at Santiago de Cuba. This feat 
makes it clear that Santiago is not likely 
to get reinforcements from General 
Pando. 
In circling around Santiago to 
reach Acerraderos Rabbi, it is believed 
here, has also established it as a fact 
that the lines of communication and re­ 
lief to Santiago are interrupted and 
practically cut off in all directions.

The Spanish loss is believed to be 40 
men killed. Fifteen bodies have already 
been discovered. 
Off Santiago de Cuba, on Monday 
night, the dynamite guns of the Vesu­ 
vius were tested with great success. 
Three shots were fired at the Spanish 
fortifications, and it is believed great 
damage was done. 
On Tuesday morning the New Or­ 
leans shelled and partially destroyed 
the new emplacements east of Morro 
castle. 
The Spaniards fired some shots at the 
Vesuvius and one at the New Orleans, 
which was struck. 
N e w Y o r k, June 16.—-The following 
dispatch is a Journal special from Camp 
McCalla, Guantanamo harbor, June 15: 
The scouting party of marines, which 
were sent out yesterday, returned here 
at IO o’clock last night with 18 Spanish 
prisoners, one of them an officer. 
The 
party also captured IOO Mauser rifles 
and 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 
They report having had a series of 
engagements with the Spaniards, in 
which IOO Spanish soldiers were killed 
and 200 wounded. 
They also destroyed a Spanish block­ 
house and telegraph station, through 
which the Spaniards had been keeping 
Guantanamo and Santiago informed of 
the movements of American troops.

several alarms, but no firing during the 
night. 
In consequence the men awoke 
mach refreshed after four days aud 
nights of continuous work and fighting. 
When the pickets came in for relief 
the Spanish guerrillas crept along be­ 
hind them and got within IOO yards 
when the accidental discharge of a rifle 
in the trenches led them to believe they 
were discovered, and they opened fire 
with a volley which whistled harmlessly 
overhead. 
They had shot too high, as 
usual. 
The marines then scrambled 
from their steaming coffee and hard 
tack back to the trenches and met the 
guerrillas with a ragged but well di­ 
rected rifle fire. 
In addition, five field 
pieces, 
mounted at angles in 
the 
trenches, and the machine guns poured 
a hail of bullets into the chappaul, 
scattering the main body of the Span­ 
iards in all directions. 
Shells were 
dropped into their midst as they ran. 
A few of 
the enemy stood their 
ground desperately on the left flank 
and the crack of the Mauser rifles and- 
the “pings” of their bullets were heard 
rather than seen for an hour, as the 
smokeless powder used by the Spaniards 
made their location in the dense under­ 
brush almost impossible to detect. 
The Panther fired six pounders into 
the Spaniards while the marines were 
engaged in beating off the attack. 
Only one man was wounded and he 
sustained only a slight injury on his 
hand. The Cubans, who acted well last 
night, were with difficulty forced out of 
the skirmish line this morning.

of them refused to lie driven even when 
struck by their officers with the flat of 
their machetes, but they were not cen­ 
sured.

GERMANY WON’T MEDDLE. 


A. Positive Denial Made 
to 
th e State 


D epartm ent by the German 


Official*. 


W ashington, June 16.—The constant 
reports that Germany is on the eve of 
making a serious issue in the Philip­ 
pines are unaccountable to officials here 
who have the most direct positive in­ 
formation that Germany has nevjr con­ 
templated such a step, and is not now 
moving towird its execution, either 
alone or with other powers. 
This di­ 
rect information overcomes many sub­ 
stantial reports coming from Europe, 
some asserting that Germany is ex­ 
changing secret notes with other pow­ 
ers, others that Admiral Prince Henry 
and Admiral Diederichs are about to in­ 
tervene at Manila, others that the Ger­ 
man embassy here has made a protest 
to the state department and others that 
Emperor William himself is taking a 
personal interest in resenting the Ameri­ 
can occupation of the Philippines. 
There is the highest official authority 
for saying that each one of these reports 
ie groundless and they are attributed to 
a malicious purpose to embitter the feel­ 
ing between Germany and the United 
States. In the main, these reports have 
originated outside of Germany,although 
one army aud navy paper in Germany 
took them up and urged the advantage 
of an activo German policy in the Phil­ 
ippines. 
It is held by persons who 
claim to be familiar with' the matter 
that this journal is without official rec­ 
ognition and in no way Reflects the at­ 
titude of the German government. 
It 
is more the organ of the navy, and as 
snch shares the usual sentiment among 
naval classes for an aggressive use of 
the navy. 
But this policy, it is said, 
has never recommended itself to the 
German government in the present war. 
The German authorities have made it 
clear to the state department that none 
of the reports attributing to Germany 
a purpose to make an issue in the Phil­ 
ippines were warranted. 
It has been 
pointed out that Germany, like all other 
nations, protects her citizens and inter­ 
ests residing abroad. 
But this natural 
and necessary protection of German 
citizens aud German property, it is 
pointed out officially, is quite different 
from a purpose of territorial acquisition 
or of forcible intervention between the 
belligerents. 
As to this latter move, it 
is declared with the greatest positive­ 
ness that Germany has never contem­ 
plated, either alone or in conjunction 
with other powers.

tain General a t Manila. 


M a d r i d , June

W a s h in g to n , June 16.—The news 
that the little band of American ma­ 
rines who had planted the flag on Crest 
hill and were defending it night and 
day against heavy odds were not only 
safe, but were strouly reinforced by 
1,500 Cubans from the commands of 
Garcia and Rabbi and were now strong ' 
enough to more than hold their own, 
was welcome news to the navy depart­ 
ment. 
It w as disclosed in a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson, received yester­ 
day, and brought much relief to naval 
officials. 
The early reports had indi­ 
cated that the marines were surrounded, 
and it was feared that they might be 
compelled to return to the ships before 
General 
Shatter’s 
invading 
army 
reached there. 
The coming of the Cu­ 
ban forces seems to have been in the 
nick of time, and naval officials give the 
fullest credit to the timeliness of this 
Cuban co-operation. 
The admiral’s dispatch stated that 
the condition of the marines was “en­ 
tirely satisfactory,” which assurance, 
although brief was 
enough 
to 
re­ 
lieve officials here .of the fears they 
had 
entertained. 
But probably the 
most significant feature of the admiral’s 
dispatch was the statement that the 
Cuban 
General Rabbi had occupied 
Acerraderos, only eight miles from San­ 
tiago, and practically a suburb of that 
Spanish stronghold. 
It was the execu­ 
tion of a plan arranged in Washington, 
some weeks ago, when two of the staff 
officers of General Garcia came here to 
confer with General Miles. 
At that 
time Garcia and Rabbi were at Bayamo, 
in the western part of Santiago prov­ 
ince, and more than IOO miles north­ 
west of Santiago de Cuba. 
Admiral 
Sampson’s dispatch showed that Rabbi 
and his force has made a complete cir­ 
cuit of Santiago de Cuba, and coming 
up to the south of it has occupied Acer­ 
raderos. 
This is looked upon as a fine military 
stroke, for Acerraderos 
is 
the port 
where iron wharves will afford facili­ 
ties for unloading the heavy artillery 
carried by General Shafter’s invading 
expedition. 
The news also indicated to 
the authorities here that the Spanish 
garrison at Santiago has practically re­ 
treated inside the city proper, giving 
up the outlying towns. 
Admiral Samp­ 
son also states that General Garcia is 
co-operating with the American forces. 
Whether this means that Garcia him­ 
self has arrived from Bayamo is not 
quite clear, but if he has, the joint 
forces of Garcia and Rabbi will make 
3,000 to 5,000 seasoned Cubans, recently 
armed with Springfields, as a bush­ 
whacking guerrilla force to aid the 
American troops. 
From sources other 
than the dispatch of Admiral Sampson, 
the navy department has been informed 
that 500 Cubans were rendering effi­ 
cient aid to the marines at Crest Hill. 
Now that Rabbi and Garcia are on the 
scene this 500 may be swelled to thou­ 
sands. 
In making his march Rabbi 
has 
crossed the line of communication be­ 
tween the Spanish commander, Gen­ 
eral Pando, at Holguin and the Spanish 
forces at Santiago de Cuba. 
This feat 
makes it clear that Santiago is not likely 
to get reinforcements from General 
Pando. 
In circling around Santiago to 
reach Acerraderos Rabbi, it is believed 
here, has also established it as a fact 
that the lines of communication and re­ 
lief to Santiago are interrupted and 
practically cat off in all directions.

Mrs. Ida Traffo rd Bell to ld me recent- ¡ 
ly the thrilling details o f her narro w | 
escape fro m bu rial alive, o f which she i 
gave an inkling the o ther night at the | 
meeting o f the Medico Legal so ciety in I 
New Yo rk. It o ccu rred when she was 8 
years o ld, bu t Mrs. Bell never befo re 
marie any pu blic anno u ncement o f it. 
Physicians and lawyers gathered to 
discu ss prematu re bu rial. <>'íerald Cha­ 
pin, a lawyer, to ld o f the bill prepared 
by him to prevent prematu re bu rial, 
whicli was intro du ced in the legislatu re 
by Assemblyman Redingto n o n March 4 
and is no w in co mmittee. All who en­ 
tered the discu ssio n which fo llo wed, 
except Carl Hau ser, agreed that prema­ 
tu re bu rial may o ccu r. Mr. Hau ser said 
he do u bted if there ever was an au then­ 
tic case. 
Invo lnntarily Mrs. Bell aro se to si­ 
lence the do u bter. 
“ I am a Jiving example o f the po ssi­ 
bility o f being bu ried alive,” she said. 
‘‘I was prepared fo r bu rial and was 
abo u t to be carried to a hearse when 
signs o f life were disco vered, and I was 
saved fro m the mo st awfu l fate that 
can be o o nceived. 
‘‘Mr. Hau ser says tru ly that if do c­ 
to rs do their du ty prematu re bu rial is 
impo ssible. They did no t do their du ty 
in my case. The bill prepared by Mr. 
Chapin may save bu t o ne perso n fro m 
su ch a fate. The saving o f o ne will 
mo re than co mpensate fo r all the tro u ­ 
ble the bill may cau se to do cto rs, u n­ 
dertakers and pu blic o fficers.” 
Hearty applau se fo llo wed Mrs. Bell’s 
remark. 
When I saw her at her ho me 
in New Yo rk, Mrs. Bell to ld me mo re 
abo u t her experience. 
‘‘I was o nly 8 o r 4 years o ld at the 
time,” she said, “ and was su ffering 
fro m so me diphtheric affectio n. 
We 
lived in western Pennsylvania at the 
time. 
‘‘The attending physician gave my 
mo ther a prescriptio n kno wn then as 
‘ black dro ps. ’ The medicine co ntained 
lau danu m, and a few dro ps o f it in a 
specified qu antity o f water was a do se. 
‘‘Unfo rtu nately the do cto r made a 
mistake in writing the prescriptio n, and 
the wro ng pro po rtio n o f lau dannm and 
water was given me. Fo r a few ho u rs I 
was apparently dead. The do cto r wro te 
o u t a death certificate, and I was pre­ 
pared fo r bu rial. My bo dy was placed 
in a co ffin; and friends came and mo u rn­ 
ed fo r me. Messages o f sympathy came 
fo r my mo ther. 
‘‘The ho u r arrived fo r my fu neral. 
Friends had taken the last lo o k u po n 
the su ppo sedly dead, and arrangements 
were being made to carry the casket to 
the hearse waiting at the do o r. Su dden­ 
ly it was no ticed that 1 was reviving. 
There was u nmistakable evidence that I 
was still alive, and qu ickly they to o k 
me fro m the co ffin, and do cto rs were 
hu rriedly su mmo ned. 
“ They wo rked o ver me fo r ho u rs, and 
eventu ally I became fu lly co nscio u s and 
began to impro ve. 
Until then the at­ 
tending physio l an had maintained a dis­ 
creet silence as to the real cau se o f my 
su ppo sed death. He had disco vered his 
erro r and frankly admitted it, bu t no t 
u ntil it was o ertain 1 wo u ld live. 
“ I so o n began to impro ve rapidly, 
and ever since then 1 have enjo yed co m­ 
paratively go o d health. It was a terri­ 
ble sho ck to my mo ther. 
“ Several times since then my narro w 
escape, terrible as it was, has pro ved a 
so u rce o f amu sement fo r me. When I 
was 16 years o ld, 1 visited the ho me o f 
my grandfather, and there met an o ld 
friend o f my father. 
“ This friend had viewed me in my 
co ffin and had then been called away to 
ano ther part o f the co u ntry. He bad 
never heard o f my reco very. 
When I 
was intro du ced to him, be gasped in as­ 
to nishment. ‘Ida!’ he said. ‘Ida’—star­ 
ing at me—‘why, I saw yo u lying dead 
mo re than ten years ago .

HER NARROW ESCAPE 


MRS. 
BELL PREPARED FOR BURIAL 


DURING SUSPENDED ANIMATION. 


She R elates H er E xperience a t a M eeting 
o f th e N ew York M edico L egal Society. 
P hysician H ad 
Prescribed Too M ach 
Laudanum —H er F aith Im A strology. 


Mrs. Ida Trafford Bell told me recent­ 
ly the thrilling details of her narrow 
escape from burial alive, of which she 
gave an inkling the other night at the 
meeting of the Medico Legal society in 
New York. It occurred when she was 3 
years old, but Mrs. Bell never before 
made any public announcement of it. 
Physicians and lawyers gathered to 
discuss premature burial, herald Cha­ 
pin, a lawyer, told of the bill prepared 
by him to prevent premature burial, 
which was introduced in the legislature 
by Assemblyman Redington on March 4 
and is now in committee. 
All who en­ 
tered the discussion which followed, 
except Carl Hauser, agreed that prema­ 
ture burial may occur. Mr. Hauser said 
he doubted if there ever was an authen­ 
tic case. 
Involuntarily Mrs. Bell arose to si­ 
lence the doubter. 
“ I am a living example of the possi­ 
bility of being buried alive,” she said. 
“ I was prepared for burial and was 
about to be carried to a hearse when 
signs of life were discovered, and I was 
saved from the most awful fate that 
can be conceived. 
“ Mr. Hauser says truly that if doc­ 
tors do their duty premature burial is 
impossible. They did not do their duty 
in my case. 
The bill prepared by Mr. 
Chapin may save but one person from 
such a fate. 
The saving of one w ill 
more than compensate for all the trou­ 
ble the bill may cause to doctors, un­ 
dertakers and public officers.” 
Hearty applause followed Mrs. B ell’s 
remark. 
When I saw her at her home 
in New York, Mrs. Bell told me more 
about her experience. 
” 1 was only 8 or 4 years old at the 
tim e,” she said, “ and was suffering 
from some diphtheric affection. 
We 
lived in western Pennsylvania at the 
time. 
“ The attending physician gave my 
mother a prescription known then as 
* black drops. ’ The medicine contained 
laudanum, and a few drops of it in a 
specified quantity of water was a dose 
“ Unfortunately the doctor made a 
mistake in writing the prescription, and 
the wrong proportion of laudanum and 
water was given me. For a few hours I 
was apparently dead. The doctor wrote 
out a death certificate, and I was pre­ 
pared for burial. 
My body was placed 
in a coffin; and friends came and mourn­ 
ed for me. Messages of sympathy came 
for m y mother. 
“ The hour arrived for my funeral. 
Friends bad taken the last look upon 
the supposedly dead, and arrangements 
were being made to carry the casket to 
the hearse waiting at the door. Sudden­ 
ly it was noticed that I was reviving. 
There was unmistakable evidence that I 
was still alive, and quickly they took 
me from the coffin, and doctors were 
hurriedly summoned. 
“ They worked over me for hours, and 
eventually I became fully conscious and 
began to improve. 
Until then the at­ 
tending physician had maintained a dis­ 
creet silence as to the real cause of my 
supposed death. 
He had discovered his 
error and frankly admitted it, but not 
until it was certain I would live. 
“ I soon began to improve rapidly, 
and ever since then I have enjoyed com­ 
paratively good health. It was a terri­ 
ble shock to my mother. 
“ Several times since then my narrow 
escape, terrible as it was, has proved a 
source of amusement for me. 
When I 
was 15 years old, I visited the home of 
my grandfather, and there met an old 
friend of my father. 
“ This friend had viewed me in my 
coffin and had then been called away to 
another part of the country. 
He bad 
never beard of my recovery. 
When I 
was introduced to bim, he gasped in as­ 
tonishment. ‘Ida I’ he said. ‘Ida’—star­ 
ing at me— ‘why, I saw you lying dead 
more than ten years aga 
What does 
this mean?’ 
“ Everything was explained to bim, 
but it was hard work to convince him 
that I was really alive. 
“ I never had any faith in astrologists 
until about two years ago,” continued 
Mrs. Bell, smiling, “ but I bad a friend 
who was firmly convinced of their pow- 
3r. She wanted to consult an astrologist 
in New Jersey, and just to please her I 
agreed to accompany her. 
“ The man didn’t know me from 
Adam, nor had he ever seen my friend. 
Of that I am sure. 
Just for a joke I 
gave him the date of my birth at his re­ 
quest. He began to figure things out ac­ 
cording to the stars and planets, and I 
was greatly amused. 
“ Suddenly be 
stopped, 
hesitated, 
stared hard at me and exclaimed: ‘Why, 
madam, I find au awful blot on your 
horoscope. If yon didn’t stand there be­ 
fore me, I would say that you were 
dead; yes, dead a loug tim e.’ I laughed 
heartily, for somehow my experience of 
babyhood had not been in my mind. 
“ ‘Nonsense!’ I exclaimed amusedly. 
‘I hope I don’t look as if I were dead.’ 
‘ Well,’ he said, ‘yon were very near 
death when a baby. Of that I am posi­ 
tive, for I find it here, and there is no 
room for doubt. You will recollect some 
lim e and tell me I am rieht. ’ 


“ It did occur to me just after I left 
the m an,” said Mrs. Bell, “ and some 
days later I told him how narrowly I 
escaped premature burial. Since then I 
have not treated astrology so ligh tly.”

WHY DEWEY WON. 


F oreign M ilitarists A ttribu te I t to Superior 
Guns and Courage. 
The details concerning the works at 
Manilla and on Corregidor island make 
it more and more wonderful how the 
fleet under Admiral Dewey escaped as 
it did. 
Colonel Clement de Granprey, 
the m ilitary attache of the French em­ 
bassy in Washington, has a report made 
by the Spanfsh commandant, 
1897. 
This officer states: 
“ During this year (meaning 1897) 
twenty-five 15 centimeter Krupp rapid 
firing guns were mounted at Corrigedor 
island and the right hand battery at 
M anilla.” 
Had the commander of these works 
caused the channel to be buoyed and 
had his guns been properly trained on 
this channel the American loss must 
have been very considerable and might 
have been serious. Colonel de Granprey 
said recently that he had long been 
aware of the superior excellence of the 
American heavy gun, but that the su­ 
preme test of battle had shown it to be 
in the matter of extreme accuracy, fa 
cility in sighting and high power the 
first artillery in the world. 
“ W e have considered our Canet gun 
to be the equal of the English Arm­ 
strong, but neither of these is capable 
of the close accuracy in sighting that 
you obtain in your larger calibers. The 
Russian Admiral Mikaroff said to me 
aft^r he had seen its power against the 
armored targets at Indian Head, “ These 
Am iricans have a IOO pounder that is 
at least 16 per cent higher in power 
than any similar caliber ever turned out 
of Essen (Krupp’s factory), and I am 
not so certain that we have anything 
which is its equal in Europe. ” The for­ 
eign m ilitarists in Washington attrib­ 
ute Dew ey’s victory to superior gunnery 
and courage. — S t Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat

Sh* Relates Her Experience at a Meeting 
of the Nee York Medico Legal Society. 
Physician Had Prescribed Too Much 
Laudanum—-Her Faith In Astrology. 
\ 
Mrs. Ida Trafford Bell told me recent­ 
ly the thrilling details of her narrow 
escape from burial alive, of which she 
gave an inkling the other night at tho 
meeting of the Medico Legal society in 
New York. It occurred when she was 3 
years old, but Mrs. Bell never before 
marie any public announcement of it. 
Physicians and lawyers gathered to 
discuss premature burial, herald Cha­ 
pin, a lawyer, told of the bill prepared 
by him to prevent premature burial, 
which was introduced in the legislature 
by Assemblyman Redington on March 4 
and is now in committee. 
All who en­ 
tered the discussion which followed, 
except Carl Hauser, agreed that prema­ 
ture burial may occur. Mr. Hauser said 
he doubted if there ever was an authen­ 
tic case. 
Involuntarily Mrs. Bell arose to si­ 
lence the doubter. 
“ I am a living example of the possi­ 
bility of being buried alive,” she said. 
“ I was prepared for burial and was 
about to be carried to a hearse when 
signs of life were discovered, and I was 
saved from the most awful fate that 
can be conceived. 
‘‘Mr. Hauser says truly that if doc­ 
tors do their duty premature burial is 
impossible. They did not do their duty 
in my case. The bill prepared by Mr. 
Chapin may save but one person from 
6uch a fate. The saving of one will 
more than compensate for all the trou­ 
ble the bill may cause to doctors, un­ 
dertakers and public officers.” 
Hearty applause followed Mrs. Bell’s 
remark. 
When I saw her at her home 
in New York, Mrs. Bell told me more 
about her experience. 
‘‘I was only 8 or 4 years old at the 
tim e,” she said, "and was suffering 
from some diphtheric affection. 
We 
lived in western Pennsylvania at the 
time. 
"The attending physician gave my 
mother a prescription known then as 
‘ black drops. ’ The medicine contained 
laudanum, and a few drops of it in a 
specified quantity of water was a dose. 
"Unfortunately the doctor made a 
mistake in writing the prescription, and 
the wrong proportion of laudanum and 
water was given me. For a few hours I 
was apparently dead. The dootor wrote 
out a death certificate, and I was pre­ 
pared for burial. 
My body was plaoed 
in a coffin; and friends came and mourn 
ed for me. Messages of sympathy came 
for my mother. 
"The hour arrived for my funeral. 
Friends had taken the last look upon 
the supposedly dead, and arrangements 
were being made to carry the casket to 
the hearse waiting at the door. Sudden­ 
ly it was noticed that I was reviving 
There was unmistakable evidence that J 
was still alive, and quickly they took 
me from the coffin, and doctors were 
hurriedly summoned. 
"They worked over me for hours, and 
eventually I became fully conscious and 
began to improve. 
Until then the at 
tending physician had maintained a dis­ 
creet silence as to the real cause of my 
supposed death. 
He had discovered his 
error and frankly admitted it, but not 
until it was certain I would live. 
"I soon began to improve rapidly, 
and ever since then I have enjoyed com­ 
paratively good health. It was a terri­ 
ble shook to my mother. 
"Several times since then my narrow 
escape, terrible as it was, has proved a 
source of amusement for me. 
When I 
was 15 years old, I visited the home of 
my grandfather, and there met an old 
friend of my father. 
"This friend had viewed me in my 
coffin and had then been called away to 
another part of the country. 
He bad 
never heard of my recovery. 
When I 
was introduced to bim, he gasped in as­ 
tonishment. ‘Ida!’ he said. ‘Ida’—star­ 
ing ut me—‘why, I saw you lying dead 
more than ten years ago. 
What does 
this mean?’ 
"Everything was explained to him, 
but it was hard work to convince him 
that I was really alive. 
"I never had any faith in astrologists 
until about two years ago, ” continued 
Mrs. Bell, smiling, "but I bad a friend 
who was firmly convinced of their pow- 
?r. She wanted to consult an astrologist 
in New Jersey, and just to please her I 
agreed to accompany her. 
"T he man didn’t know me from 
Adam, nor had he ever seen my friend. 
Of that I am sure. 
Just for a joke I 
gave him the date of my birth at his re­ 
quest. He began to figure things out ac­ 
cording to the stars and planets, and I 
was greatly amused. 
"Suddenly be 
stopped, 
hesitated, 
stared hard at nae and exclaim ed: ‘Why, 
madam, I find au awful blot on your 
horoscope. If you didn’t stand there be­ 
fore me, I would say that you were 
dead; yes, dead a long tim e.’ I laughed 
heartily, for somehow my experience of 
babyhood had not been in my mind. 
" ‘Nonsense!’ I exclaimed amusedly. 
'I hope I don’t look us if I were dead.’ 
‘W ell,’ he said, ‘you were very near 
death when a baby. Of that I am posi­ 
tive, for I find it here, and there is no 
room for doubt. Yon will recollect some 
lime and tell me I am right. ’ 


"It did occur to me just after I left 
the m an," said Mrs. Bell, "and some 
days later I told him bow narrowly I 
escaped premature burial. Since then I 
have not treated astrology so lightly.” 
—New York Telegram.

A SPANIARD ON 
BOARD. 


C onflicting 
Man 


Foreign Militarist* Attribute It to Superior 
Guns and Courage. 
The details concerning the works at 
Manilla and on Corregidor island make 
it more and more wonderful how the 
fleet under Admiral Dewey escaped as 
it did. 
Colonel Clement de G ra il prey, 
the m ilitary attache of the French em­ 
bassy in Washington, has a report made 
by the Spanish commandant, 
1897. 
This officer states: 
"D uring this year (meaning 1897) 
twenty-five 15 centimeter Krupp rapid 
firing guns were mounted at Corrigedor 
island and the right hand battery at 
Manilla. ” 
Had the commander of those works 
caused the channel to be buoyed and 
had his guns been properly trained on 
this channel the American loss must 
have been very considerable and might 
have been serious. Colonel do Granprey 
said recently that he had long been 
aware of the superior excellence of the 
American heavy gun, but that the su­ 
preme test of battle had shown it to bo 
in the m atter of extreme accuracy, fa 
cility in sighting and high power the 
first artillery in the world. 
"W e have considered our Canet gun 
to be the equal of the English Arm­ 
strong, but neither of these is capable 
of the close accuracy in sighting that 
yon obtain in your larger calibers. The 
Russian Admiral Mikaroff said to me 
aft$r he had seen its power against the 
armored targets at Indian Head, "These 
Ain iricans have a IOO pounder that is 
at least 15 per cent higher in power 
than any sim ilar caliber ever turned out 
of Essen (Krupp’s factory), and I am 
not so certain that we have anything 
which is its equal in Europe. ” The for­ 
eign m ilitarists in Washington attrib­ 
ute Dewey’s victory to superior gunnery 
and courage. — S t Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat

The evidence adduced by Professor G il­ 
bert in support of this prophecy is of 
great interest, although only his pre­ 
liminary report has yet been published.

New York assay office officials were 
somewhat astonished recently by the 
receipt of 13 cones of bullion, 2 inches 
rn diameter and I * high, from a con- 
cern on the coast of Maine, which were 
alleged to have been obtained by a new 
process from sea water. 
In a letter from the president of the 
company it was stated that the conns 
contained gold and silver in the propor­ 
tion of one-third gold and two-thirds 
silver, and it was asked that the assay 
office enter the cones for assay, return­ 
ing the proceeds of the gold in cash and 
the silver in a brick by express. 
The 
cones contain 92 ounces. 
Scientists have known for many years 
that sea water contained precious m et­ 
als. Dr. Henry VVurtz of New York 80 
years ago demonstrated the existence of 
gold and silver in the waters of the 
ocean aud announced his discoveries to 
the American Association For the Ad­ 
vancement of Science. 
Considerable was said recently about 
the formation of a company in New 
England, w ith a capital stock of $50,- 
000, for the purpose of tapping the 
wealth of the deep by an alleged new 
and magical process, but the enterprise 
has been looked upon with a little sus­ 
picion.

Superintendent Woodson of Missouri 
btate Lunatic asylum, No. 2, recently re­ 
ceived into the institution for treatm ent 
a patient whoso case is without prece­ 
dent in medical annals.

stroying the well which supplied them 
with water. 
One American was slightly wounded, 
two Cubans were killed and four Cu­ 
bans were wounded. 
The Spanish loss is believed to be 40 
men killed. Fifteen bodies have already 
been discovered. 
Off Santiago de Cuba, on Monday 
night, the dynamite guns of the Vesu­ 
vius were tested with great success. 
Three shots were fired at the Spanish 
fortifications, and it is believed great 
damage was done. 
On Tuesday morning the New Or­ 
leans shelled and partially destroyed 
the new emplacements east of Morro 
castle. 
The Spaniards fired some shots at the 
Vesuvius and one at the New Orleans, 
which was struck. 
N e w Y o r k , June 16.— T h e following 
dispatch is a Journal special from Camp 
McCalla, Guantanamo harbor, June 15: 
The scouting party of marines, which 
were sent out yesterday, returned here 
at IO o’clock last night w ith 18 Spanish 
prisoners, one of them an officer. 
The 
party also captured IOO Mauser rifles 
and 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 
They report having had a series of 
engagements with the Spaniards, iii 
which IOO Spanish soldiers were killed 
and 200 wounded. 
They also destroyed a Spanish block­ 
house and telegraph station, through 
which the Spaniard* had been keeping 
Guantanamo and Santiago informed of 
the movements of American troops.

There were 
several alarms, but no firing during the 
night. In consequence the mea awoke 
mach refreshed after four days and 
nights of continuous work aud fighting. 
When the pickets came in for relief 
the Spanish guerrillas crept along be­ 
hind them ami got within IOO yards 
when the accidental discharge of a rifle 
in the trenches led them to believe they 
were discovered, aud they opened fire 
with a volley which whistled harmlessly 
overhead. 
They had shot too high, as 
usual. 
The marines then scram bh d 
from their steaming coffee aud hard 
tack back to the trenches aud met the 
guerrillas w ith a ragged but well di­ 
rected rifle fire. 
In addition, five field 
pieces, mounted at angles in 
the 
trenches, and the machine guns poured 
a hail of bullets into the chapparel, 
scattering the main body of the Span­ 
iards in all directions. 
Shells were 
dropped into their midst as they ran. 
A few of the enemy Btood their 
ground desperately on the left flank 
and the crack of the Mauser rifles ami 
the “ pings” of their bullets were heard 
rather than seen for an hour, as the 
smokeless powder used by the Spaniards 
made their location iii the deu*e under­ 
brush ulumst impossible to detect. 
The Panther fired si* pounders into 
the Spaniards while the marines were 
encaged in boating off the attack. 
Only one man was wounded and he 
sustained only a slight injury on his 
hand. The Cubans, who acted well last 
night, were with difficulty forced out of 
the skirmish line this morning. 
Some 
of them refused to be driven even when 
•ktruck by their officers with the fiat of 
their machetes, but they were not cen­ 
sured. 
They try to work out their 
knowledge ut the methods of the Span­ 
ish guerillas in warfare ami in and 
service, as guides, they are in valuable.

W ashington, June 16.—The constant 
reports that Germany is on the eve of 
making a serious issue in the Philip­ 
pines are unaccountable to officials here 
who have the most direct positive in­ 
formation that Germany has nevjr con­ 
templated such a step, and is not now 
moving tow ird its execution, either 
alone or with other powers. 
This di­ 
rect information overcomes many sub­ 
stantial reports coming from Europe, 
some asserting that Germany is ex­ 
changing secret notes with other pow­ 
ers, others that Admiral Prince Henry 
and Admiral Diederichs are about to in­ 
tervene at Manila, others that the Ger­ 
man embassy here has made a protest 
to the state department and others that 
Emperor W ill lam himself is taking a 
personal interest in resenting the Ameri­ 
can occupation of the Philippines. 
There is the highest official authority 
for saying that each one of these reports 
is groundless and they are attributed to 
a malicious purpose to embitter the feel­ 
ing between Germany and the United 
States. In the main, these reports have 
originated outside of Germany,although 
one army aud navy paper in Germany 
took them up and urged the advantage 
of an active German policy in the Phil­ 
ippines. It is held by persons who 
claim to be familiar with the matter 
that this journal is without official rec­ 
ognition and in no way lf effects the at­ 
titude of the German government. It 
is more the organ of the navy, aud as 
such shares the usual sentiment among 
naval classes for an aggressive use of 
the navy. But this policy, it is said, 
has never recommended itself to the 
German government in the present war. 
The German authorities have made it 
clear to the state department that none 
of the reports attributing to Germany 
a purpose to make an issue in the Phil­ 
ippines were warranted. 
It has been 
pointed out that Germany,like all other 
nations, protects her citizens aud inter­ 
ests residing abroad. But this natural 
aud necessary protection of German 
citizens aud German property, it is 
pointed out officially, is quite different 
from a purpose of territorial acquisition 
or of forcible intervention between the 
belligerents. 
As to this latter move, it 
is declared with the greatest positive­ 
ness that Germany has never contem­ 
plated, either alone or in conjunction 
with other powers.

This is looked upon as a fine military 
stroke, for Acerraderos is the port 
where iron wharves will afford facili­ 
ties for unloading tho heavy artillery 
carried by General Shafter’s invading 
expedition. 
The news also indicated to 
the authorities here that the Spanish 
garrison at Santiago has practically re­ 
treated inside the city proper, giviug 
up the outlying towns. 
Admiral Samp­ 
son also states that General Garcia is 
co-operating with the American forces. 
Whether this means that Garcia him­ 
self has arrived from Bayamo is not 
quite clear, but if he has, the joint 
forces of Garcia and Rabbi will make 
3,000 to 5,000 seasoned Cubans, recently 
aimed with Springttelds, as a bush­ 
whacking guerrilla force to aid the 
American troops. From sources other 
than the dispatch of Admiral Sampson, 
the navy department has been informed 
that 500 Cubans were rendering effi­ 
cient aid to the marines at Crest Hill. 
Now tliat Rabbi and Garcia are on the 
scene this 500 may be swelled to thou­ 
sands. 
In making his march Rabbi 
has 
crossed the hue of communication be­ 
tween the Spanish commander, Gen­ 
eral Bando, at Holguin and tile Spanish 
forces at Santiago de Cuba.

San F rancisco, June 16.—Arrange­ 
ments are now being made for the sail­ 
ing of the third expedition. 
It is be­ 
lieved the fleet will be ready by June 
25. Thus far the st lamer* Indiana, 
Ohio, Morgan City, City of Para aud 
three Northern Pacific boats have been 
chartered. 
The first four vessels are 
about ready to receive troops and the 
three Northern Pacific steamers are now 
on the way here from Seattle. 
Anchor was weighed by the second 
Philippine expedition about I o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 
As the sun was 
sotting the last transport passed out of 
the Golden Gate and, led by the flag­ 
ship China, the fleet stood away toward 
Honolulu. At that port the vessels will 
recoal. 
The expedition carriid about 8,600 
men, distributed among four vessels, ae 
follows: 
Assigned 
to

China, General 
Greene’s flagship, the largest aud fast­ 
est vessel of the fleet, were the First 
regiment Colorado volunteer infantry, 
1,022 men; half a battalion of the 
Eighteenth United States infantry, 150 
men, aud a detachment of United State* 
engineers, 20 men. 
The Colon took four companies of the 
Twenty-third infantry and two com­ 
panies of the Eighteenth infantry, both 
of the regular army, and Battery Auf 
tho Utah artillery. In the battery were 
12 men and in each of the infantry 
companies 75 men, besides the officers, 
making less than 600 military passen­ 
gers. The control of the ship was given 
to 
Lieutenant Colonel Clarence W. 
Bailey of the Eighteenth infantry. 
Un the Zealandia were the Tenth 
Pennsylvania volunteer* and part of 
Battery Bnf (he Utah volunteer artil­ 
lery. 
Two Maxim rapid fire guns were 
placed ready for action in the bow of 
the vessel. In all there were 640 pri­ 
vates aud 60 officers on hoard. 
On the steamer Senator is the First 
regiment of Nehiaaka volunteers, num­ 
bering 1,023 men and officers.

Mrs. Ida Trafford Bell told me recent­ 
ly the th rillin g details of her narrow 
escape from burial alive, of which she 
gave an inkling the other night at the 
meeting of the Medico Legal society in 
New York. It occurred when she was 3 
years old, but Mrs. Bell never before 
made any public announcem ent of it. 
Physicians and law yers gathered to 
discuss prem ature burial, h e ra ld C ha­ 
pin, a law yer, told of the bill prepared 
by him to prevent prem ature burial, 
which was introduced in tho legislature 
by Assemblyman Redington on March 4 
and is now in committee. 
All who en­ 
tered the discussion which followed, 
except C arl Hauser, agreed th a t prem a­ 
ture burial may occur. Mr. H auser said 
he doubted if there ever was an authen­ 
tic case. 
Involuntarily Mrs. Bell arose to si­ 
lence the doubter. 
“ I am a living exam ple of the possi­ 
bility of being buried aliv e,” she said. 
“ I was prepared for burial aud was 
about to be carried to a hearse when 
signs of life were discovered, and I was 
saved from the m ost aw ful fate that 
can be conceived. 
“ Mr. H auser says truly th a t if doc­ 
tors do th eir duty prem ature burial is 
impossible. They did not do their duty 
in my case. 
The bill prepared by Mr. 
Chapin m ay save but one person from 
such a fate. 
The saving of one w ill 
more than compensate for all the trou­ 
ble the bill may cause to doctors, un­ 
dertakers aud public officers.” 
Hearty applause followed Mrs. Bell’s 
rem ark. 
W hen I saw her at her home 
in New York, Mrs. Bell told me more 
about ber experience. 
“ I was only 8 or 4 years old at the 
tim e,” she said, “ and was suffering 
from some diphtheric affection. 
We 
lived in w estern Pennsylvania at the 
tim e. 
“ The attending physician gave my 
m other a prescription known then as 
4black drops.1 The m edicine contained 
laudanum , and a few drops of it in a 
specified quantity of w ater was a dose. 
Unfortunately the doctor made a 
m istake in w riting th e prescription, and 
the wrong proportion of laudanum and 
w ater was given me. For a few hours I 
was apparently dead. The doctor wrote 
out a death certificate, and I was pre­ 
pared for burial. 
My body was plaoed 
in a coffin; and friends came and m ourn­ 
ed for me. Messages of sym pathy came 
for my mother. 
4‘The hour arrived for my funeral. 
Friends had taken the last look upon 
the supposedly dead, and arrangem ents 
were being made to carry the casket to 
the hearse w aiting at the door. Sudden 
ly it was noticed th a t I was reviving. 
There was unm istakable evidence that I 
w as still alive, and quickly they took 
me from the coffin, and doctors were 
hurriedly summoned. 
“ They worked over m e for hours, aud 
eventually I became fully conscious and 
began to improve. 
U ntil then the at 
tending physician had m aintained a dis 
creet silence as to the real canso of my 
supposed death. 
He had discovered his 
error and frankly adm itted it, but not 
u n til it was certain I would live. 
“ I soon began to improve rapidly, 
and ever since then I have enjoyed com­ 
paratively good health. 
It was a terri­ 
ble shock to my m other. 
Several tim es since then my narrow 
escape, terrible as it was. has proved a 
source of am u sement for me. 
Whim I 
was 15 years old, I visited the home of 
my grandfather, and there m et an old 
friend of my father. 
“ This frieud had viewed

The 
Russian A dm iral M ikaroff said to me 
aftyr he had seen its power against the 
arm ored targets at Indian Head, “ These 
Am ericans have a IOO pounder th at is 
a t least 15 per cent higher in power 
than any sim ilar caliber ever turned out 
of Essen (K rupp’s factory), and I am 
not so certain th at we have anything 
w hich is its equal in Europe. ” The for­ 
eign m ilitarists in W ashington a ttrib ­ 
ute Dew ey’s victory to superior gunnery 
and courage.

G e o lo g ic a l D ed u ction s. 
Geology was once defined by Lord 
Salisbury as “ the science of the what 
might have been.” 
Some American 
geologists prefer to regard it as the sci­ 
ence of the what may be. Pictures have 
often been drawn of the destruction of 
Toronto aud the devastation of southern 
Ontario aud Quebec by a flood let loose 
when the great lakes are emptied owiug 
to the continued recession of Niagara 
falls. 
Professor G. K. Gilbert now tells os 
that long before this disaster is due Ni­ 
agara will have been destroyed by other 
processes. 
Home slow changes of level 
are now taking place over the whole 
lake region. The eastern outlet will be 
closed and the lakes drained by dis­ 
charging from the southern end of Lake 
Michigan into the basin of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
The change in the river system 
will begin in about 1,000 years’ time. 
The evidence adduced by Professor Gil­ 
bert in support of this prophecy is of 
great interest, although only his pre­ 
liminary report has yet been published.

T o b o g g a n in g In 1765. 
It is interesting to note in Smollett’s 
“Travels Through France and italy ” 
that when the novelist was making an 
excursion in March, 1765, from Nice 
this across the Maritime Vips to Turin he 
descended tho Piedmontese slope of the 
j Cill di Tenda toward Cuueo on a tobog­ 
gan. 
*‘ Having reached the top of th* Moun­ 
tain,” he tells us in letter 68, “ we 
prepared for descending on the other 
side by the loze, which is an occasional 
sledge made of two pi»*ces of wood, car­ 
ri^! up by the coolants (local guides) 
for the purpose. 
I did not much relish 
thiB kind of carriage, especially as the 
mountain was very steep and covered 
with such a thick fog that we could 
hardly sec two or three yards belove us.

On one point there seems to be no dis 
pute, and that is the fact that the 
cruisers are faster than the battleships, 
and it is conceded also that in most in­ 
stances tho battleships are better pro­

New York assay office officials were 
somewhat astonished recently bv the 
receipt of la cones of bullion 2 inches 
in diameter and I S high, from a con­ 
cern on the coast of Maine, which w 
alleged to have been obtained by a 
process from sea water. 
In a letter from the president of the 
company it was stated that the cones 
contained gold and silver in the propor­ 
tion of out -third gold and tw o-thirds 
silver, and it was asked that the assay 
office enter the cones for assay, return­ 
ing the proceeds of the gold in cash and 
the silver in a brick by express. 
The 
cones contain b2 ounces. 
Scientists have known for many years 
that sea water contained precious m et­ 
als. Dr. Henry W urtz of New York SO 
years ago demonstrated the existence of 
gold and silver in the waters of the 
ocean aud announced his discoveries to 
the American Association For the Ad­ 
vancement of Science. 
Considerable was said recently about 
the formation of a company in New 
England, with a capital stock of $50,- 
fiOO, for the purpose of tapping the 
wealth of the deep by an alleged new 
and magical process, but the enterprise 
has been looked upon w ith a little sus­ 
picion. 
To guard against publicity the 
works of the company on the coast of 
Maine are carefully shut off from pub­ 
lic view, and all that inquisitive persons 
are allowed to see are the brand new 
cones aud bricks that are brought out 
from time to time to dazzle their eyes.__

Abo Hoyle went to Alaska in the sum ­ 
mer of 189(5 and was one of the first to 
set out for the Klondike diggings. 
His 
I claim was one of the fexv from which 
; tho nuggets aud coarse gold had to a 
considerable extent been carried lower 
down the creek, while the washing 
from above left the gravel heavily im ­ 
pregnated with what is known as “ flour 
gold. 
This is the finest form taken on 
by the yellow metal, which in that 
shape manifests 
its 
presence in the 
sands of all the Rocky mountain pla­ 
teaus aud even in the waters of the P a­ 
cific ocean, into which it is carried by 
the streams heading westward from the 
great continental divide. 
There is no 
known method of saving flour gold, 
which w’ill escape over the quicksilver 
plates of a stamp mill in spite of all ef­ 
forts to capture it. 
Hoyle, during the summer of 1897, 
was much of the time immersed to the 
waist in the waters of theY’ukou. Being 
in the water constantly, his body seems 
to have accomplished what no invention 
I of mail has yet done, for through the 
s pores of the skin there was absorbed an 
incredible quantity of flour gold, 
He was seized with what he thought 
was rheumatism, but kept on with his 
work until bis limbs became unmanage­ 
able. 
It was as if ossification, if not 
petrifaction, had set in. This condition 
gradually spread upward, and he lost 
his appetite aud eventually became in ­ 
sane. 
There being no physician in the 
camp capable of handling the case, he 
was sent back to the United States in 
charge of a friend, who kept him for 
several months at his old home in L an­ 
der, Wy. 
His condition 
did not im ­ 
prove, aud he W’as finally taken to Lara­ 
mie, W y., where 
Dr. W illiam 
H. 
Harris, one of the most uoted practi­ 
tioners in the west, thought he had lo­ 
cated the source of his trouble aud re­ 
solved upon an experiment to test the 
correctness of his theory. 
In a Turkish bath house Hoyle was 
submitted for a week to a treatm ent in 
which the medicine administered oon- 
cisted largely of uieroury. Then he was 
given a thorough Turkish bath. 
His 
chair in the sweating room wus placed 
in a shallow basin of zinc, so that the 
perspiration that poured down from his 
body would all be retained. 
He w’as 
afterward rushed through the rem ain­ 
ing features of 'be bath aud put to bed. 
When he awoke, he was fonnd to have 
entirely recovered from the hitherto u n ­ 
accountable stiffness of his limbs, bis 
flesh being soft and pliable as au in ­ 
fan t’s, though his mind was still affect­ 
ed. The next thing done w’as to examine 
the contents of the zinc basin in the 
sweating room. An assay of its contents 
showed that the mercury, administered 
in the form of pills, had passed off 
through the open pores of the skin, car­ 
rying w ith it the flour geld with which 
Boyle’s body had oeeu saturated. 
An 
assuy by Superintendent M. A. G rant 
of the Keystone mine showed that the 
value of the flour gold drawn from 
Boyle’s body by means of mercnry ap­ 
proximated $270. 
The effects of the treatm ent upon the 
mind were something the pbysciaus did 
not care to experiment with, so Hoyle 
was sent to the asylum in tit. Joseph, 
Mo. 
Ho is now apparently in the beet 
of health physically, aud tiuperintend- 
ent Woodson believes he will soon re­ 
gain his reason.—New York Jouruai.
